HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Paper Hangings.— Paper hangings are 
made to resemble leather so closely that the 
imitation can only be detected by the touch. 
They appear in plain dark colors, neutrals, and 
in the more elaborate semblance to the metals, 
and are of sufficient stability to admit of spong- 
ing with water, when soiled, without injury. 
When combined with other and harmonious 
hangings, a most attractive interior to any 
room may be presented. For libraries, recep- 
tion and dining rooms this style of decoration 
is to be recommended. 

Arsenic is freely used in pigments other 
than green, such as mauve, red, fawn and 
many highly-colored paper hangings. Its free 
introduction into these, recently caused the 
British National Health Society to institute in- 
quiries as to their effect on health. It was found 
that cases of arsenical poisoning frequently 
occurred in families residing in houses, the 
walls of which were covered with paper charged 
with the deadly metal, which, floating in the 
form of impalpable powder in the air, inmates 
inhaled. 

Furniture Polish.— The subjoined simple 
preparation will be found desirable for polish- 
ing and cleaning old furniture. Over a moderate 
fire put a perfectly clean vessel ; into this drop 
two ounces of white and yellow wax ; when 
melted add four ounces of pure turpentine, 
then stir until cool, when it is ready for use. 
The mixture brings out the original color of the 
wood, adding a lustre equal to that of varnish. 
By rubbing with a piece of fine cork it may, 
when it fades, be renewed. 

A Convenient Cabinet.— A Winchendon, 
Mass., inventor has succeeded in finding a new 
employment for the ever-useful cabinet. He 
has constructed a bath-tub, wash-bowl and 
closet-trap in the lower part, and supplies the 
water from a tank on top. The water is con- 
tained in a small boiler, snugly ensconced in 
one side, and is heated by an oil stove. The 
supply and waste pipes of the house are con- 
nected with the cabinet, and furnish or take 
off the water. 

Modern Bugs —A New York firm was re- 
cently somewhat surprised by receiving the 
following unique order from a Western cus- 
tomer : " Send me a rug with a girl on a fence." 
He had forgotten the number and maker and 
adopted the above description. Fortunately for 
him the firm had not forgotten that he recently 
purchased some rugs which tallied with his de. 
scription, and one of these, which turned out 
to be the thing he wanted, was forwarded to 
him.— Carpel Trade and Review. 

A Teapot, invented by a Philadelphian, 
is so constructed that it will draw every particle 
of strength out of the leaves and pulverize 
them into the bargain. This is a death blow 
to those boarding houses where the same tea- 
leaves are on service for a week. 

A Piano Cover may have a dark plush 
centre, with a deep border of olive velvet and 
triangular pieces of silk or satin in rich colors, 
sewed on at intervals at the junction of the 
plush and velvet ; upon each triangle work a 
design in raised embroidery, and in the centre 
of the plush a handsome pattern of ribbon 
work or applique. 

Brass Ornamentation. -Brass is taking 
the lead in various lines, and promises to appear 
later in every applicable shape in decoration 
and upholstery. 

Portieres.— Turcoman for portieres con- 
tinues in favor. Its durability, doubtless, 
affects its popularity. 

Leather Buttons.— Nails and buttons are 
now made of solid leather in plain and fanciful 
shapes, to match any leather, wood or fabric.

The Dining Boom.— The most unpleasant 
feature in the prevailing style of city dwelling- 
houses is the limited space allotted to the 
dining room, which of all others should be the 
most cheerful. It is desirable to make this 
apartment attractive and give it an appearance 
of space which it does not possess, and to 
accomplish this every portion of the room and 
its contents should be carefully considered. 
The walls, whether papered or painted, should 
not be uniformly dark or of one pattern ; they 
are best paneled in flat colors, bordered with 
gold, dark or bright colors, so as to throw the 
centre of the panels back. The frieze of a de- 
sign that will produce the effect of sufficient 
width, without an approach to heaviness ; those 
of delicate tracery, tapering into imperceptible 
downward points are to be preferred ; the ceil- 
ing worked in the same style of coloring. All 
stuffy materials, as lambrequins or tapestries, 
should be excluded, as well as superfluous 
chairs, and the walls and mantel kept unen- 
cumbered with needless ornaments ; a single 
statuette or a pair of candleabrums on the 
latter, and a few well-chosen, appropriate pic- 
tures on the former are sufficient. The chairs, 
of whatever pattern or covering, are best of 
moderate size, likewise the sideboard, etc.; 
and most important of all, is the dining table, 
being the most conspicuous article in the room, 
should never be extended beyond the require- 
ments of immediate use, nor should it be 
unnecessarily broad. A carpet of small figure, 
with a modest border, gives breadth, while 
a large design detract therefrom. 

" American Cottages" is the title of a new 
work published by Mr. Wm. T. Comstock, of 
this city, and consisting of forty-four large 
quarto plates of original designs for medium 
and low cost cottages, seaside and country 
houses. The cost of the majority of the build- 
ings is from $800 to $3,000, and within these 
limits should certainly meet the wants of those 
seeking an economical house. The designs are 
all practical and generally attractive, and are 
confined, with one or two exceptions, to their 
advertised purpose of showing low-priced 
dwellings. The work compares well with Mr. 
Comstock's other publications of this character, 
and it will, no doubt, find a ready sale with 
those whose requirements it so fully satisfies. 

Bellows.— For removing dust from delicate 
ceramic ware or other decorative work, light 
bellows, elegantly fashioned, are in vogue. 
Although tiny in size, they are substantially 
made. They are susceptible of elaborate 
decoration. The nozzles may be gilded or 
made of brass or other metal taking a high 
polish, and the sides and handles clothed with 
any rich fabric, on which designs, in colors, can 
be worked. Recently was seen at the exhibition 
of the Decorative "Women's Society, London, a 
pair of bellows covered with delicate blue 
velvet wrought in the ordinary overstitch in 
shades of bronze and pale amber silk that ex- 
quisitely blended. 

Cherry.— The old-fashioned cherry wood 
which our grandmothers approved, and our 
mothers banished from household requirements, 
is likely to resume its place among the popular 
woods of the day. Already handsome dining 
room and chamber sets have been completed 
and are finding ready sale. 

Mandarin will certainly introduce some 
startling effects in our hangings, as soon as it 
can be obtained in suitable stuffs. 

Transparent Paper may be made by dip- 
ping good paper in a solution of castor oil in 
alcohol. The paper becomes quite transparent 
after the evaporation of the alcohol.

Dust.— An eminent investigator in the 
science of pneumatics declares that the at- 
mosphere is rendered dangerous to all lung- 
breathing organizations, by reason of its being 
continuously supplied with impalpable powders 
from the metals used in the arts. These are, 
leadingly, arsenic and white lead. He would 
urge the prohibition, under penalty, of the first, 
and the substitution of sulphide of zinc for the 
second. 

The "Pickwick" afternoon tea-set is a 
novelty in electro-plate introduced by Messrs. 
T. Prime & Son, of Birmigham. Each article 
of the 6et is embellished with a scene taken 
from the "Pickwick Papers," the salver being 
devoted to the famous ducking of Stiggins in 
the horse-trough by Mr. Weller. The different 
colors required to heighten the effect are ob- 
tained by several metals being employed as 
parcel gilding. 

Backs of upholstered chairs may be 
decorated by draping them with scarfs of 
India muslin embroidered in bullion or sebreo 
thread, and so arranged that the ends may hang 
half way to the seats. 

Portieres may have two or three different 
kinds of rich fabric introduced in ornamenting 
the panels. The upper panel can be of satin 
and the lower of plush, both of attractive 
shades, bordered more or less deeply with cor- 
responding satin bands.

Pine work brushed two or three times 
with a strong boiling decoction of logwood 
chips, and varnished with a solution of 
shellac in alcohol, appears almost like ma- 
hogany, both in color and hardness. After 
washing with decoction of logwood and drying 
thoroughly, it should receive two coats of 
varnish. Then carefully sandpaper and polish, 
and give a final coat of shellac varnish. 

Curtains should be hung so that they can 
easily be taken down to be brushed, and 
occasionally cleaned with bread-crumb or bran. 
An easy way to do this is to sew small rings 
along the top, on a tape binding, and hang 
them on small hooks on the inside of the 
cornice ; this is much better than tacking them 
to the cornice, as is generally done. 

An invisible ink is composed of the fol- 
lowing ingredients, when intimately mixed : 
Linseed oil, one part ; water of ammonia, 
twenty parts ; pure water, one hundred parts. 
When about to use the mixture, agitate it. To 
make the writing appear dip the paper in water. 
The characters fade out on the paper drying. 

Velveteen, worked in filoselle, makes a 
handsome hanging or curtain. It is accessible 
to ornamentation, giving large margin for taste. 
For applique work it is to be preferred to 
velvet, because it is more manageable. 

Ebony Furniture.— Beautiful parlor suites 
in ebony, no two pieces alike, have been re- 
cently shown, and are greatly admired.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Mahogany. — This wood, set aside for 
several decades as practically too heavy for use 
or comfort, after its long and inglorious con- 
signment to the styles of yore, now promises to 
become the wood of the future. Although the 
general taste inclines towards the antique in 
every kind of furniture, structures formed of 
this, the heaviest of all woods, will necessarily be 
of a lighter mold than formerly, and the carv- 
ings will be of designs calculated to unite the 
old ideas with the new, and with all possible 
avoidance of undue weight. The ponderous 
furniture of our ancestors, however grand, 
would not find ready place in "moving 
America," a fact which manufacturers thor- 
oughly appreciate. 

Electric Light.— A unique apparatus, gotten 
up by a Boston company, has brought the 
electric light to our very homes. The appar- 
atus occupies the space of only five inches 
square and weighs but five pounds, and can be 
carried with ease. The light requires no extra 
power, wires, or connections, and is so con- 
structed that any part can be replaced at a 
small cost. The chemicals are placed in a glass 
retort; a carbon and zinc apparatus, with a 
spiral platinum attachment, is then adjusted, 
so as to form a battery, and the light is ready. 
The pressure on a little knob produces an 
electric current, by which the spiral platinum 
is heated to incandesence. 

Window Shades.— W. & H. Mumford, of 
Brooklyn, are showing new hand-embroidered 
window shades in original designs. The ma- 
terial employed is Scotch Holland, in pale 
ecru, stone-gray, sage and a heretofore un- 
known gold tint in the same goods. The de- 
signs are varied and extremely graceful and 
delicate ; the most noticeable, growing wheat 
in its natural color, the stitches of the emf 
broidery are so arranged as to show the same on 
both sides of the shade. The same firm show 
some beautiful hand-painted window shades, 
dogwood blossoms, and daisies, on light 
grounds, which have a charming effect. 

In Japanese. — Japanese decorations accord 
so well with the rich coloring and quaint de- 
signs in paper hangings and ornamentation 
generally, that they will not become a notion 
"of the past" as quickly as has been proph- 
isied by cynics who pointedly refer to the flying 
tastes of the American eye. Umbrella cases and 
various small articles which combine beauty 
and use, have been recently added to the legion 
of "heathen" ideas already known and appre- 
ciated by the lovers of decorative bijounterie. 

An elegant work-basket is mounted on 
legs tipped with brass or other bright metallic 
composition. The basket should be lined with 
shirred or corded old-gold satin, claret-colored 
plush covering the bottom, with appliques of 
Ottoman embroidery. Plush of the same color, 
edged with old-gold satin and adorned with 
applique's, form the draperies and the pockets ; 
finish with cords and tassels of gold and deep 
red chenille. 

A porcelain [finish White paint, excellent 
for reflectors, is made by mixing (liquid) silicate 
of soda with dry, pure white zinc. Apply with 
brush. On receiving the first coat expose the 
reflector to artificial or solar heat until the 
paint dries. The second coat should be heavy 
and again subjected to a drying temperature. 

Hyacinths and tulips make capital combi- 
nations for embroidery work. They may be 
mingled in a centre-piece with charming effect. 
Stained glass transoms over drawing room 
doors, serve as an excellent frieze to the 
portiere, and have altogether rich effect. 

, Clocks have now, in some instances, a face 
of an illuminating material, making it possible 
to distinguish the figures at night. 

Rhododendron pink is to have a boom 
this season and relies upon its name to over- 
whelm all the other favorites. 

Stained oak becomes lighter in color 
with age, therefore stain darker at first than is 
really desired.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Odors in Bottles, Etc,— Clean the ves- 
sel thoroughly by scalding, scouring or shaking 
with shot, coarse sand, etc., then wash with a 
mixture of black mustard and warm water; 
chlorate of soda will frequently answer the 
purpose, or a solution of permanganate of 
potassium, followed by diluted sulphuric 
acid. 

To clean marble ; mix powdered chalk 
and pumice stone, each one part with two 
parts of common soda, into a paste with 
water, and rub it thoroughly on the marble ; 
or mix quicklime and strong soap lye to con- 
sistency of milk, and lay it on the marble for 
twenty-four hours ; in both cases wash off 
thoroughly with soap and water. 

For bedrooms, and for country house use 
those delightful old curtains of tambored muslin 
have been revived, with the difference that 
where monstrous flowers and vines with grapes 
once formed the design, we now have small, 
conventional patterns powdered over the cur- 
tains and a border to match to finish them. 

Oriental rugs; the inimitable lustre of 
Oriental carpets and rugs is supposed to be due 
to the presence of a certain quantity of grease 
in the wools from which they are made. Euro- 
pean and American manufacturers are accus- 
tomed to washing their wools absolutely clean 
before dying, while in the Orient they are usu- 
ally only about half washed. 

Hard Plaster Casts.— Take a pint of milk 
of lime or lime water, and add 10 to 15 drops 
of liquid silicate of soda, then mix in plaster 
to a thick cream. This preparation will set in 
about five minutes. If the sharpness of the 
impression is spoiled by effervesence, reduce 
the quantity of silicate. 

Toilet Tables. — A recent canopy dressing- 
table, upholstered in del blue cretonne, covered 
with moss roses, and finished with ball fringe, 
cords and tassels to match, is among the latest 
and prettiest spring fancies. The ornamenta- 
tion is of brass. 

Varnish, for "White "Woods.— A beauti- 
fully clear covering for light colored wooden 
articles may be made by dissolving three 
pounds of pure and white bleached shellac in 
one gallon of spirit of wine; strain, and add 
one and one-half more gallons of spirit. 

Silver and plated ware should not be 
washed with ordinary soap, as it will be certain 
to lose its lustre. If you do not have a * ' patent 
polish" at hand, use soft chamois, fine whiting ; 
wash thoroughly in pure water and dry with 
alcohol. 

Summer Portieres— Summer residences 
and rural retreats will be beautified this season 
with a new departure in the shape of portieres 
of Chinese mattings, hand-painted, to represent 
bright scenes of Oriental character. 

A kitchen and its belongings should not 
be planned solely for the comfort or ease of the 
cook, but for the general health of the house- 
hold, for the purer the air below the purer will 
that be which circulates above. 

Servants should not be stowed into a cock- 
loft between the ceiling joists and the slates, 
which will be a frying-pan in the summer and a 
refrigerator in the winter— a choke-room instead 
of an air-space. 

The Builder and "Woodworker has re- 
cently appeared in England in its regular Eng- 
lish cover, and under the distinction of an 
English edition.
